Representatives from Arcadia, 
Sierra Madre, Pasadena and South 
Pasadena are to meet with offi¬ 
cials' of the county early next 
week to go into the matters of 
finance and construction in con¬ 
nection with the widening and im¬ 
provement of Central Avenue from 
Santa Anita Drive to Colorado 
Street. 

The amount of financial assist¬ 
ance to be obtained from the coun¬ 
ty will be determine*! at the meet¬ 
ing. It is anticipated that a gen¬ 
erous allocation will be made for 
the reason that Sierra Madre has 
requested very little assistance 
from the county as compared to 
requests from other municipalities 
in the same classification. 

The meeting with the super\'i.sors 
follows the action of the city 
council Tuesday evening when 
they ordered proceedings starteii 
for the proposed opening, widen¬ 
ing and improvement of Central 
Avenue, extending from Santa 
Anita Avenue, the double drive, in 
Arcadia, westerly through Sierra 
Madre, thence along the southerly 
side of the Pacific Electric right- 
of-way in the county to the 
termination of Huntington Drive 
in Pasadena, thence along Hunt¬ 
ington Drive to Colorado Street. 

The cities of Pasadena and Ar¬ 
cadia and the County of Ix)s , An¬ 
geles have agreed to grant juris¬ 
diction to the city of Sierra Madre 
under the Mattoon Act. This 
work is being carried out under 
the supervision of Atty. Frederick 
Buker of Los Angeles and Henry i 
S. Gierlich, civil engineer, of Mon- I 
rovia, as .special engineer. The I 
appointment of a special engineer ; 
was made necessary by reason of. 
a technical re*iuirenient in the i 
Mattoon Act that does not permit: 
the city engineer to accept com-1 
pensation for this cla.ss of work. | 

It is proposed to improve the | 
avenue from one end to the other j 
with a permanent type of paving, I 
modern storm drain structures, | 
curbs and gutters. Ornamental' 
•street lights have been proposed , 
on a portion of this project. The 
engineers have been busy the past. 
week compiling all the data from : 
the engineering departments of i 
the cities of Pasadena, Arcadia 
and Sierra Madre and also from j 
the county engineering depart¬ 
ments and have commenced the I 
necessary maps and preliminary 1 
location surveys.

Correct signaling is an essen¬ 
tial part of winniog judgements 
in courts, it is indicated in a re¬ 
cent decision handed down in a 
California appellate court. 

The defendant tried to escape 
liability in tliis case, the report 
of which recently reached the 
Automobile Club of Southern 
California, on the claim that he 
had given the proper signal before 
making a left hand turn when the 
accident occirred. The examina¬ 
tion by the attorneys for the 
plaintiff brought out that he had 
merely “thrown his hand out.” 
The reports declared on this 
point: 

“The mere extending of one’s 
hand prior to making a turn does 
not comply with the law. The re¬ 
quirement is that the arm shall 
be extende<i during the last 50 
feet preceding the turn about to 
be matle. The evident puropse of 
keepin gthe arm out is that driv¬ 
ers coming from an opposite di¬ 
rection may have a rea.sonable 
time within which to observe the 
signal being given by an ap¬ 
proaching driver.

Nothing conveys the impression of a deadj 
town more effectually than a business sec-, 
tion which is completely dark at night. This 
is e.specially true if the windows which are! 
pai’tially illuminated by the street lamps are 
so unattractive that they would look better 
with the curtains drawn. It is not necessaiy 
to have gay night clubs to make the townj 
look alive tind attractive. Even though i 


j there are not crowds on the streets, enough 
people pass through the business section 
every night to give attractive, well lighted 
windows a tremendous advertising value. 
Many a merchant who complains about the 
difficulty of getting people into his store 
does not make his windows inviting enough 
to give people any reason for entering. And 
when the merchant also slights his news¬ 
paper advertising he need not be surprised 
to see a spider weaving a web in his door¬ 
way uninterrupted. 

Competition is so keen these days that it 
is up to every merchant to use every de¬ 
vice of the successful stores to attract 
trade. Well kept stocks and good Seivice 
have only half a chance if prospective cus¬ 
tomers are not told about them by means 
of good window displays and well planned 
use of printer’s ink.
